action, he added, the city would also 
have to approve such a step. 

The supplementary brief of the 
I. R. T. in its ancillary fare suit 
was filed yesterday with the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. It 
stressed the company’s contention 
that all of its original suit, except 
the fare question, should remain in 
the Federal jurisdiction, and asked 
for a continuance of Judge William 
Bondy’s injunction against new car 
and longer platform orders involv- 
ing the expenditure of about 
$40,000,000 

Transit experts saw in the com- 
pany’s insistence on a partial reten- 
tion of Federal jurisdiction a strat- 
egy whose success would block any 
effort by the Transit Commission to 
obtain a State court declaratorv 
judgment on the law points involved 
in its unification program. The pen- 
dency of the Bondy injunction, they 
said, would stand in the way of such 
@ proceeding. 

Criticizing the Untermyer unifica 
tion plan, Mr. Quackenbush declared 
that it was in direct violation of the 
Legislature's 1921 mandate, because 
instead of releasing the city’s frozen 
credit, tied up in subways, it sought 
to extend that credit to cover addi 
tional lines 

“It is merely an attempt.’’ he said 
‘‘to maintain a five-cent fare by di- 
luting the cost of its new subway 
system with the relatively lower 
costs of the I. R. T. and B. M. T 
lines. No matter what price is paid 
for the I. R. T. and the B. M. T 
lines, no unified system can be oper- 
ated for a five-cent fare without an 
increase of taxes, which will block 
the construction of necessary new 
subways.”’

The plane is a sister ship of the 
veteran Columbia, which Clarence D 
Chamberlin flew to Germany on 
June 4, 5 and 6, 1927, when he estab 
lished the last distance record held 
by America, Chamberlin's record 


was 3,911 miles and was later ex 
ceeded when Arturo Ferrarin and 
Carlo del Prete covered 4,417 miles 
from Rome to Touros Brazil, on 
July 3, 4 and 5, 1928, in a Savioa 
Marchetti seaplane with a Fiat 550 
horsepower engine An English 
Fairey monoplane, equipped with a 
Napier Lion engine, traveled 4,103 
miles in the first effort of the cur- 
ment year to eclipse the mark of the 
Italian plane. This flight was made 
from London to Karachi, India, 
where the fliers were forced down 
for lack of fuel. 

Extreme secrecy surrounds the 
preparations for the flight at 
Roosevelt Field, where Williams has 
been flying as test pilot for the Co- 
lumbia Air Lines of Charles A. 
Levine. The veteran pilot would 
neither confirm nor deny any of the 
questions put to him, but admitted 
that he had a long flight in view 
shortly.

toquio Gomez, relative of President 
Gomez, nad left Maracay yesterday 
with a strong force to suppress revo 
lutionary movements under General 
Gabaldon in the region of the States 
of Portuguesa, Lara and Trujillo 
General Gomez was appointed Pres- 
ident of the Province of Lara while 
the remaining generals, Pedro Car- 
denas, Leon Jurado, Felix Galavis 
and Juan Fernandez were placed at 
the heads of the other States in the 
region. 


Near Colombian Border. 

The States of Trujillo, Lara and 
Portuguesa lie side by side fn that 
section of Venezuela just east of the 
wealthy oil-producing centre about 
Lake Maracaibo. Through them ex- 
tend the chain of mountains called 
Cordiliexa Oriental which trace their 
course north and eastifrom the great- 
er Andes and join the Caribbean; 
coast. 

.The region isycomparatively near 
the Apure sector, which touches the! 
Colombian border,ywhere other revo- 
lutionary activities have been occa- 
sionally reported in the press in re- 
cent months, and denied by Vene- 
zuelan Government spokesmen as 
often as announced. Arauca, in the; 
State of Apure, was lately named as 
the headquarters of a reputed revolu- 
tionary called General Emilio Are-j 
valo-Cedeno. 

Gabaldon was mentioned in theg 
press two months ago as having fled 
before troops of President Gomez and 
hidden in the Trujillo Mountains, his) 
birthplace. He had protested, ac- 
cording to the reports, against the 
arrest of students of the University 
of Caracs et to road-making for 
political demonstrations. Up to a, 
few months ago Gabaldon was Presi- 
dent of the State of Zamora, which 
lies between Apure and Portuguesa. 

Risings Were Expected. 


Political uprisings have been ex- 
pected in some quarters for a consid- 
erable time and the date for their} 
culmination was April 19, when the 
term of President Gomez expired. If 
the President, who has held office, | 
with occasional lapses of the title, 


for more than twenty years, had 
chosen to run again, it was under- 
stood, the revolt would have come to 
full fruition then. 

President Gomez, however, re- 
signed and the office went to a Pro- 
visional President, Juan Bautista 
Perez. Delegations of Senators) 
called at the Gomez headquarters in 
Maracay to urge him to run, but the 
elderly general refused the proffer at 
least twice. 

The reaction among students of! 
Venezuelan affairs last night was | 
that General Gomez might be pre- 
vailed upon, in view of the present | 
crisis, to accept office as President 
for a new term. He has not re- 
nounced his office as General-in-| 
Chief of the Venezuelan Army. 

General Eustoquio Gomez, a close 
relative of General Juan Vicente 
Gomez, has been living quietly in 
Caracas for a number of years. He 
had been President of the State of 
Tachira, high in the Andes, the natal 
seat of the Gomez family. He was 
called the most powerful leader in 
the mountain territory and drew 
about him a large band of mountain 
followers. It was at that point that 
the President summoned him to Car- 
acas, according to the reports cur- 

rent at the time.

DETROIT, May 14—Reporting his 
first cross-country flight in a plane 
powered by the new Packard Diesel 
engine, Captain L. M. Woolson 
wired officials of the company to- 
day from Langley. Field. 

“Arrived after six hours and fifty 
minutes, consuming $4.68 worth of 
furnace oil.’’ 

As the fuel oil the Diesel burns 
costs 8.7 cents a gallon, Captain 
Woolsop’s consumption of $4.68 cents 
worth equals fifty-four gallons. A 
200-horsepower gasoline engine, burn- 
ing aviation gasoline, which costs 
about 30 cents a gallon, would con- 
sume thirteen gallons an hour, mak- 
ing the cost for the trip about $26.65. 
The economy in fuel load, amount- 
ing to a 40 per cent saving, means 
an equal increase in pay load, an 
item of importance to commercial 
operators of aircraft.

ANT any rivers swept? The Columbia oarsmen 
will tackle the job. They swept the river at 


Derby not so long ago, and more recently they 
swept a handsome lake in the vicinity of the historic 
town of Princeton, N. J. They also swept the Harlem 
in a one-race regatta against the Navy and hope to 
repeat against M. I. T. this coming Saturday, but in 
another sense; sweeping the Harlem is a waste of 
time. What that river needs is straining. On regatta 
days, at least, the Harlem course should be blocked off 
with screens that would bar floating telegraph poles 
and grand pianos.

That 
won't happen again, and we'll find a way of keeping 
the river clear. We'd like to have our crew row as 
many races as possible on the Harlem not only be- 
cause the course is handy for the students, but also 
because the residents of the city could see the races 
and take an additional interest in the sport and in the 
university.”’ 

That’s a good point, and if he can put it over in the 
seasons to come Mr. Stevenson will merit something 
more than three rousing cheers.

The Coast crews have their one regatta out there 
and no more actual competition until they come to 
Poughkeepsie.

SPEED IN ECONOMIC CHANGES. 


Today’s first instalment of the re- 
port of the Committee on Recent 
‘Economic Changes is only prelimi- 
nary and introductory. It will be 
followed in time by a whole series 
of highly important studies. The 
committee itself had its birth in the 
President's Conference on Unem- 
ployment in 1921. It undertook sev- 
eral national surveys. The work was 
under the direction of several public 
men, bankers and economists, with 
HERBERT HOOVER as Chairman. The 
present “Foreword” states dryly 
that “in its later deliberations the 
chairman was unable to take part.” 
It is left to be inferred that his time 
was pretty well taken up in being 
President of the United States. 

Though the report deals with re- 
eent economic changes, it argues 
plausibly that there is nothing new 
in their nature. The striking thing 
is merely the speed and great scale 
which now mark their occurrence. 
All the elements which enter into 
them have long been recognized, 
such as new inventions, improve- 
ments in transportation and distri- 
bution, instalment selling, coopera- 
tive marketing and the chain store 


|Movement. The great modern 
novelty is simply the heightened 
“tempo.” There has been an im- 


mense acceleration of all the eco- 
nomic and industrial forces which 
have been long at work. The result 
is in effect to bring to view a whole 
range of financial and industrial and 
agricultural facts, which require as 
close study and analysis as if they 
had never been heard of before. 

We are familiar with the dangers, 
as well as the advantages, of 
“speed” in modern American life. 
Our nation has been described as 
pre-eminently a sufferer from speed- 

| Mania. Everybody is acquainted 
| with those aspects of our civiliza- 
tion where it may be considered a 
peril. Apparently, we need to stop, 
look and listen also in our economic 
and industrial life. This seems to 
have been impressed upon the Presi- 
dent’s Committee. Their words in 
closing one part of their report are 
significant: 

Our situation is fortunate, our 
momentum is remarkable. Yet the 
organic balance of our economic 
structure can be maintained only 
by hard, persistent, intelligent ef- 
fort; by consideration and sym- 
pathy; by mutual confidence, and 
by a disposition in the several 
human parts to work in harmony 
together.

NATURE STUDY IN TOWN.

There is no need for any city child

who remarked “ Them's porcupine's 
eggs"’ when shown some chestnut 
burs. Chestnuts may be planted in 
an old coffee tin to prove their true 
nature. Beans and corn come up 
quickly in tiny window gardens. 


The movies offer educational pic-| 


tures such as that of the evolution 
of a chick from an egg. Polliwogs 
and frogs’ eggs may be nursed along 
in an aquarium. Turtles are inter- 
esting pets, easily cared for. Dogs 
may be studied from A to Z in the 
city parks, with the aid of some 
such book as the National Geograph- 
ic’s “Book of Dogs.” Ferryboats 


offer a fine vantage point for be-| 


ginning the study of astronomy, 
picking out the Great Dipper and 
the North Star. 

To aid these direct contacts, the 


city offers its natural history mu- 


seum and its public library. Books 
about any branch that interests the 
young student of nature in the city 
can be found, as well as story books 
that will stimulate his budding in- 
terest. But Mr. VINAL objects to 
stuffing the child with stories about 
“hens with thinking-caps and cows 
jumping over the moon,” or tales 
about ‘‘ducky-lucky and _ beaver- 
hatted rabbits.” These romanticized, 
humanized animal stories may do 
well enough for the nursery tots, 
but not for the child who is old 
enough to ask sensible questions 
about the things he sees around 
him. With proper guidance, he 
should find tongues in city trees, 
books in the running brooks or Har- 
lem River, sermons in stones, and 
material for nature study even in 
skyscrapers.

An industry still suffering, as the 
clothing trades do, from seasonal 
fluctuations and still dependent for 
its pace of operations upon as unre- 
liable a factor as the weather, must 
reckon with the factor of unemploy- 
ment. If less concerned with the 
fate of the people who work in the 
industry, employers could leave mat- 
ters to their natural course. But this 
industry has been well organized in 
recent years and it is coming even 
closer to recognizing its responsibility 
for the welfare of the working peo- 
ple as well as the stability of the 
business. The unemployment insur- 
ance fund which is now operating in 
the three largest markets of the 
men’s clothing industry, New York, 
Chicago, Rochester, is convincing 
proof of this state of mind of the 
men in charge of affairs. 

In Chicago, where the clothing in- 
dustry established its unemployment 
insurance fund five years ago, nearly 
$5,000,000 have been paid out to un- 
employed workers by an administra- 
tive board of trustees, representing 
the employers and the union. In 
Rochester, N. Y., where the fund 
was started at the same time as in 
New York City, payments similar to 
those in this city are now being made 
to unemployed members of the in- 
dustry. The amount paid out in the 
New York market has been in excess 
of $25,000 and its distribution was 
voted by the trustees of the fund, who 
are, fer the clothiers’ exchange, 
Julius H. Levy, David Drechsler, 
Charles D. Jaffee, Charles Douglis, 
William P. Goldman; for the union, 
Leo Wolman, Sidney Hillman, Abra- 
ham Miller.

PROTESTANT MISSIONS 


WON 154,000 IN JAPAN 


Influence on Nation’s Life Is Said 
to Be Far Greater Than Per- 
centage of Converts Indicates. 


Wireless to THe New York Times. 
TOKIO, May 14.—The question 
whether sixty years of effort to 


Christianize Japan by missions has 
failed is raised by the National 
Christian Council's report that the 
registered members of Protestant 
churches now number 154,000. Even 
if the adherents included members 
of the Roman and Greek communions 
the added total still would be under 
300,000 


This is equivalent to one-half of 1 
per cent of Japan's population, while 
a little more than half that minute 
proportion is allied with American, 
Canadian and Bnitish churches which 
for half a century have lavished 
funds, devotion and energy on mis- 
sions to Japan, backing their preach- 
ing with medical, educational and so- 
cial work of the highest value 

Discussing the question, the Japan 
Advertiser points out that the ap- 
parent failure is more striking be- 
cause during the same period Japan 
was peculiarly open to new influences 
and adopted industrialism, mili- 
tarism, science and a representative 
government on a national scale, but 
not Christianity. The Advertiser 
concludes that it is a fallacy to

Zittel to Renew Suit. 


“Didn't I tell you so,”’ said C. F 
Zittel, publisher of Zit’s Theatrical 
Weekly, who operated the old Casino 
until Feb. 1 “That's why they 
wouldn't renew the lease I had there 
for ten years. I didn’t have a chance 
to bid on this millionaires’ proposi- 
tion, but I’m going after it now.’’ 

He said he intended on Monday to 
renew his suit to have the new es- 
tablishment declared a_ structural 
change in the park, in excess of the 
authority of the Park Commissioner, 
and to prevent the new Casino from 
opening. 

According to Mr. Zittel, before the 
magnificent black glass ballroom of 
the glorified Casino is thrown open 
in the promised display of ‘‘new 
standards of elegance and beauty,’’ 
there will have to be even more argu- 
ment in court than there was last 
November when Mr. Zittel discovered 
the lease which he hoped to renew 
was to be passed to the Dieppe Cor- 
poration, headed by Sidney Solomon, 
who assisted in the financing of 
Mayor Walker’s campaign, together 
with Mr. Biddle. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
against Mr. Zittel, later affirmed by 
the Appellate Division, is ready for 
argument before the Court of Ap- 
peals, on the ground that the new 
plans constitute a structural change 
in the old Casino rather than repairs, 
and consequently are illegal without 
the consent of the Board of Alder- 
men 

“And now that the truth is out,” 
Mr. Zittel continued, ‘‘my attorney, 
Alexander Rose, is preparing to re- 
open the original case in the Supreme 
Court on the ground that the Dieppe 
Corporation falsified its affidavits 
when it defended its changes on the 
ground that they were only interior 
alterations. They’ve rebuilt the whole 
Casino that I left there.’’ 

Mr. Zittel and his friend, Samuel 
Krengel, who separately instituted 
a taxpayer's suit for an injunction, 
which was denied, have steadily 
maintained that the new Casino 
would be turned into an exclusive 
club, despite the declarations of the 
Supreme Court that the lease of the 
property did not make it possible.

At that 
time Harold H. Rothman, a lawyer, 
of 148 Rivington Street was said to 
have had the support of nineteen 
district leaders for the post of chair- 
man agminst six for Meyer Sindel, 
choice of Mr. Hylan for the place. 
According to Mr. Rothman a vote 
was taken then and should have ne- 
sulted in his election. Mr. Sindel, 
who was presiding, declared the 
meeting adjourned, Mr. Rothman 
said, and it was decided to hold an- 
other meeting last night. 

The contest over the league’s New 
York County chairmanship resulted 
from an earlier difficulty, because of 
which the Progressive Political 
League withdrew its support from 
Mr. Hylan. James Mason, city chair- 
man of the Progressive Political 
League, was the New York County 
chairman of the Better City Govern- 
ment League, and his place was de- 
clared vacant by Mr. Hylan, Mr. 
Rothman said, and Mr. Sindel named 
as temporary chairman without con- 
sultation with the district leaders. 

Mr. Rothman charged Mr. Hylan 
with duplicity, saying that he had 
agreed at first to accept him as 
countv chairman and then informed 
him that he would not recognize 
him if named. He also.declared that 
Mr. Hylan had urged him to “lie 
low’’ and had promised political re- 
wards if he would not interfere with 
his plans. These plans, Mr. Roth- 
man said, had to do with nomina- 
tions for other places on the pro- 
posed Hylan ticket. Mr. Hylan, he 
said, proposes to have himself as 
nominee for Mayor and nominees 
for Aldermen the only can ates on 
the Hylan ticket. Mr. Rot an and 
his supporters wish to na candi- 
dates for Controller, President of the 
Board of Aldermen and Borough 
President and for the various county 
offices. 

“T have found that no dependence 
can be placed on Mr. Hylan’s word,”’ 
Mr. Rothman said. “Although I 
have been a supporter of Mr. Hylan 
I have been forced to believe that 
he is not qualified to hold the office 
of Mayor.” . 

Mr. Rothman’s supporters were 
not permitted to attend last night’s 
meeting, which was held in Mr. Hy- 
lan’s law office instead of the head- 
quarters across the corridor. One of 
these, Robert J. Branegan, was not 
permitted to enter and the other sup- 
porters of Mr. Rothman refused to 
attend without him. Each of the 
group supporting Mr. Rothman had 
received a letter signed by Mr. Sin- 
del, declaring that the election of a

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REPUBLICAN CHIEFS 


AGREE ON FUSION 


Leaders in Five Counties Pledge 
Support to City Ticket 
Picked by Party. 


A DEMOCRAT IS FAVORED 


Move Insures Success of Slate 
in Primaries and Makes It 
Easier to Get Candidate. 


NO TALK OF TICKET YET 


Convention Is 
Revived—Moses Is Added to 
List of Candidates. 


Plan for Unofficial 


The Republican leaders of the five 
counties in New York City have 
agreed to support a fusion move- 
ment and have pledged themselves 
to support in the Republican pri- 
maries a slate for a city ticket, to be 
selected hereafter, it was learned 
yesterday. This agreement is be- 
lieved to insure success in the Re- 
publican primaries of any fusion 
candidates who may be picked, even 
if the candidate for the Mayoralty 
nomination should be a Democrat. 


The agreement was obtained without 
a formal conference, which was sug- 
gested at first but which was aban- 
doned because of the unwillingness 
of National Committeeman Charles 
D. Hilles or State Chairman H. Ed- 
mund Machold to call such a con- 
ference at this time. Instead, the 
various county leaders exchanged 
views separately in a _ series of 
smaller conferences without all get- 
ting together at one time: 

The agreement was said to include 
not only Samuel S. Koenig, New 
York County chairman, Jacob A. Liv- 
ingston, chairman of the executive 
committee of the Kings County Com- 
mittee and jhe Brooklyn party leader, 
| Joseph H. De Bragga, Queens County 
chairman, but other leaders of ‘conse- 
quence, such as Charles C. Lock- 
wood, Kings County chairman, 
former United States Senator Wil- 
liam M. Calder and F. J. H. Kracke 
,of Brooklyn, and representatives of 
| the faction in Queens which is op- 
, posed to the leadership of Mr. De 
Bragga. 

Albert C. Bunner, Bronx County 
chairman, has been seriously ill, but 
the other district leaders of the 
Bronx organization have agreed to 
cooperate in a fusion movement, it 
was said, and Mr. Bunner, his as- 
sociates have promised, will follow 
any program agreed upon by the mae 
jority of his associates. 


No Talk of Candidates Yet. 


So far there has been no discussion 
of candidates by the various county 
chieftains. The agreement, however, 
piedges each of these leaders to sup- 
port the candidates picked and is be- 
lieved to remove the big obstacle to 

| fusion, namely the previous inability 
of offering to the men named for the 
fusion ticket a guarantee of carrying 
the Republican primaries. 

It is the belief of the Republican 
leaders and those promoting the fu- 
sion movement that any ticket 
backed by the county leaders and 
the others mentioned would be cer- 
tain of success in the primaries and 
that with such support a repetition 
of the victory of William M. Bennett 
over the late Mayor John Purroy 
Mitchel in the Republican primary 


| election in 1917 would be im ible.

it is believed that it will be: 


Mayor and that the party will be in 
almost as favorable a position to put 


| forward a fusion ticket as it would 


have been if Governor Roosevelt had 
not vetoed the bill to restore the city 


convention. 

Just how the proposed fusion ticket 
will be selected has not yet been 
determined. The proposal for an un- 
official city convention has been re- 
vived and has met with more favor 
since the agreement of the leaders 
to work together than it did when 
first suggested. If such a convention 
is held, it’ will have to be a Republi- 
can organization convention. ere 
is no legal method of electing dele- 
gates and they would have to be 
chosen at unofficial primaries held 
in the Republican Assembly district 
clubhouses throughout the city. All 
|enrolled Republicans would have the 
right to vote in such unofficial prim- 
aries and those favoring the unoffi- 
cial convention believe that the hold- 
ing of a convention, even if all or 
most of the delegates were chosen 
by organization votes, would have 
an excellent public effect and launch 
the fusion movement effectively. 

As an alternative method, it has 
been proposed to leave the choice of 
a ticket to the district leaders of 
each county. Some method also may 
be found to give independent Demo- 
crats and independents some repre- 
sentation in any convention or con- 
ference that may be held to name 
the ticket. 

It probably will be a month, it was 
said, before the fusion plans take 
tangible shape. By that time a con- 
ference of the county leaders prob- 
ably will have been held and more 
discussion of candidates will have 
taken place. At present many of the 
party leaders believe that the nomi- 
nation of a Democrat. for Mayor, if 
one of the proper type can be found, 
offers the best chance of victory 
over Mayor Walker. In the mean- 
time preparation of campaign ma- 
terial will continue and, in the words 
of one of the leaders of the fusion 
movement, ‘‘the case against Walker 
will be prepared.” 


Moses Is Mentioned. 


The name of Robert Moses, former 

Secretary of State, was added to the 
list of possible candidates for the 
fusion nomination for Mayor follow- 
ling his clash with Police Commis- 
sioner Whalen. What the Republi- 
can leaders need most and are seek- 
ing is a candidate who will make a 
spirited campaign and dramatize the 
fight against Tammany. Mr. Moses, 
as a Moreland act commissioner 
| prosecuting the City Trust inquiry, 
| is likely to have the advantage of a 
| large amount of publicity at the right 
time, if developments in his inquiry 
are as expected. 

Although for a number of years a 
close friend and staunch supporter 
of former Governor Smith, Mr. 
| Moses is a Republican. He is a resi- 
| dent of Manhattan. 
| One effect of his selection to head 
the fusion ticket might be the elimi- 
| mation or neutralization of Mr. 
Smith’s influence in the coming city 
election. As matters stand now, Mr. 
Smith is expected to support Mayor 
Walker and the Tammany ticket. 
With Mr. Moses, one of the inne? 
circle of his advisers, heading the 
fusion ticket Mr. Smith, it was said, 
would find it difficult to give Mayor 
Walker effective support.

Opera Absorbs Audience. 


The reaction of this audience to the 
m1 drama was very natural, un- 
affec:ed and interesting. They were 
absorbed in the drama, in the scenes 
cf the suffering populace, the wild 
jocosity of the inn scene on the 
Lithuanian frontier, the scene of the 
remorse of Boris—which is entirely 
different in the Moussorgsky version 
{from the only one known to the 
United States and Europe—and 
finally i the scene of the death of 
Boris. 


The scene in the monastery in the 


first act left the audience cold, and 
they were sensible enough to find no 
special entertainment in the conven- 
tions of the Polish scenes which 
Moussorgsky was forced to add i 


the supe rb and perfectly proportionec 
trageay by the operatic authorities 
of his day. One other scene, very 
short but gripping, also impressed 
he audience profoundly and pro- 
vided the most striking tableau in 
the whole performance. This was 
the short scene before the Cathedral 
of St. Basil. in which the idiot, to 
the consternation of the beholders, 
bezs Boris to cut the throat of the 
urchins who had been tormenting 
him as he cut the throat of Dmitri 
The only measures of this music 
known just thus far in America are 
those of the idiot which Moussorg- 
sky transferred from the scene be- 
fore the cathedral to the scene of 
ihe Kromy revolt. 


Orchestration Is Dramatic. 


The manner in which ‘Boris Go- 
dunoff’’ should be given as between 
the Europeanized Rimsky-Korsakoff 


version and the newly published or- 
iginal version of Moussorgsky has 
long been a subject of discussion, es- 
pecially since the publication of the 


original score by the Soviet Govern- 
ment—reviewed for the first time in 
an American newspaper by THE NEw 
York Times of June 24, 1928. Mous- 
sorzsky's orchestration has been a 
matte: of conjecture. In the light ot 
a singic rformance by an orchestra 
none too expert it can be said that 
in certain scenes, especially the

300 MILL STRIKERS 
TAKEN IN NEAR-RIOT 


Elizabethton (Tenn.) Policeman 
Arrests 150 on Charge of 
Intimidating Workers. 





HE IS HELD FOR GRAND JURY 


Charged With “Attempt to Commit 
Murder’’—Others Are Released 
With Warning. 


ELIZABETHTON, Tenn., May 14 
(™.—Disorders in connection with 
the strike of several thousand textile 
workers here reached a climax to- 
day with the arrest of more than 


300 strikers on charges of intimidat- 
ing employes returning to work in 
the two affected plants, and tonight 
talk of martial law was heard. 
National Guardsmen and special! of- 
ficers redoubled their vigilance to 
prevent a recurrence of the near-riot 
in which several fist fights figured, 
and there was frequent use of sticks 
by angered strikers and loyal work- 


ers. Threatening bayonets were 
flashed by the Guardsmen 
Bill Fair, special policeman, sworn 


in secretly with many other officers 
recently, arrested 150 of the strikers 
this morning after they had stopped 
buses filled with workers riding to 
the plants, he said. The crowd be- 
gan shouting and threatening him 
and a company of Guardsmen rushed 
to his aid. 


All Freed With Warning. 


Because the jail was too small to 
accommodate them, the. strikers 
were held in the Carter County court 
room for two hours. They were re- 
leased by Attorney General Ben 
Allen after he warned them to leave 
other workers alone and threatened 
them with rearrest if the disorders 
occurred again 

Fair. charged with 
commit murder,’’ was held for the 
grand jury and was in jail tonight 
in default of bond The strikers 
charged he violated the law by train- 
ing a gun upon those he arresied 

Others were arrested on the road 
to Bristol and at other points where 
disturbances were reported. A wo- 
man, Laura Johnson, was cut on the 
hands when she climbed upon an 
automobile filled with strike-break- 
ers. 

Soon after the largest group was 
arrested by Fair civil authorities an- 
nounced the strikers would be taken 
to Jonesboro, in an adjoining county 
The strikers, herded into tightliv 
jammed groups, shouted, cursed and 
threatened their captors. Some one 
hurled a rock. 

Guard officers ordered their men to 
take any measures necessary. High- 
ways into the town were blocked by 
armed cordons. The crowd about the 
increased to some 500 
men and women. Magistrate George 
Ryan was asked to prepare mitti- 
mus papers so that the strikers couid 
be removed. He refused, saying it 
would cause trouble. Some hour?

Gordon Craig, one of the foremost 
exponents of modern § stagecraft 
whose work was represented on the 


American stage this season by

in New York and Chicago, was 
announced yesterday by Emilie Sar- 
ter, a concert and lecture manager 
with offices in Steinway Hall 
Mr. Craig scheduled to 
his first lecture in Town Hall on 
Tuesday, Nov. 12.

‘The great 
gist of crimes that constitute 99 per 
cent of the work of the criminal 
courts pass without notice heir 
solution, trial and punishment are a 
part of the day's work of the law en- 
forcement officers But the general 


problem of making the United 
States less lawless is bound up in 
what is done in these prosaic prose 


cutions rather than in all the Loeb 
Leopold, Hall-Mills and Snyder-Gray 
cases in a generation.’’ 

Adding that few public officials 
are able to resist the temptations 
presented by their control over a 
section of the public business so in- 
triguing to the public, Dr. Moley 
said that ‘when a mountebank rises 
to the headship of a police depart- 
ment or a great prosecuting office, 
the interests of justice are certain to 


be sacrificed on the altar of pub- 
licity.”’

Pennsylvania Railroad Company and 
the Pennsylvania Company, its prin- 
cipal subsidiary in the investment 
field, were charged by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today with 
violation of the anti-trust laws. 

In a complaint agreed upon by the 
commission several days ago, but 
made public today, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany are accused of having illegally | 
acquired stock in the Wabash and 
the Lehigh Valley railroad companies. 
The amount so oa. the com- 
plaint says, was sufficient to enable 
the Pennsylvania interests to restrain 
commerce and trade in certain sec- 
tions and communities not identified 
in the complaint. 

The commission fixed June 24 as 
the date for a hearing and required 
the respondents to file their answers 
within the usual thirty days of ser-

Fall. 

At that time, W. W. Atterbury, 
yy President of the Pennsylvania, and 
ym other railroad executives were in 
conference on the Eastern merger 
situation T. P. Healy, counsel for 
the commission, then told Mr. Atter- 
bury that the purchases were in vio- 
lation of the Clayton act and also of

refer to the Sherman act 

The Pennsylvania paid $63,000,000 
for the Wabash and Lehigh Valley 
stocks, a price which brought a 
profit of $20,000,000 to the Delaware 
& Hudson. The object of the tran- 
saction was to remove the Wabash 
and Lehigh Valley, key roads, from 
the reach of other Eastern trunk 
lines. The Wabash is desired by the 
Baltimore & Ohio and the Lehigh 
Valley is said to be wanted by the 
New York Central. Neither the B. 
& O. nor the Chesapeake & Ohio in 
their recent merger petitions asked 
for the Lehigh Valley.

Michael Dilloneof 305% East Thirty-

A searching squad of customs men 
under Inspector James Nasten was 
rum hunting along the Chelsea piers 
shortly after midnight when they 
sighted two rowboats off Twentieth 
Street headed upstream The three 
men in the boats saw the customs 
men at about the same time and en- 
deavored to reach the Lackawanna 
Ferry slip at Twenty-third Street be- 
fore the rum hunters could get there 
afoot 

Dillon, alone in one of the row- 
boats, capsized his craft, grasped a 
floating log and called for help. 
Customs Guards George Boehm and 
George Br ne leaped into the water 
after kim. Dillon had lost his hold 
on the log, but the customs men 
reached him quickly and hauled him 
ashore. He was suffering from cold 
and submersion, but a drink of the 
liquor seized from the other rowboat 
revived him. 

The men in the other rowboat, 
from which the 150 bottles of liquor 
were seized, said they were John 
Duffy of 239 West Twenticth Street 
and Patrick Sheehan of 325 West 
Fiftieth Street. The customs men 
beat them to the ferry slip and they 
surrendered without a struggle. At 
least another 150 bottles of liquor 
are believed to have sunk when Dil- 
lon’s boat capsized.

LAKE LINES PLAN TO ACT 


All Water Rate on Grain to Mon 
treal and Quebeo Will Be 
Modified. 


MONTREAL, Que., May 4 (® 
Whatever action is taken by the 
United States railroads on the ques 
tion of reduced rates for flour will 
be met by Canadian carriers, it was 
officially announced today at the of- 
fices of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways here. 

The announcement follows 

“Candian railroads have reduced 
rates on lake bulk wheat export from 


bay ports to Montreal and Atlantic | 


ports for export to the same extent 
as rates have been reduced by United 


States carriers from Buffalo to At-| 


lantic ports for export 

“The United States carriers still 
have in hand the question of reduc- 
tion in rates on wheat flour for ex- 
port, and whatever action is ulti- 
mately taken by them will be met 
by Canadian carriers. The matter Its 
being held in abeyance in the mean 


time, and no definite announcement 
can be made.” 





All-Water Grain Rate Will Be Cut. 
MONTREAL, Que., May 14 (By 
Canadian Press) The effect of 


the United States railways’ reduc- 


tions in rates on grain will be a 


slight modification of the all-water 
rate from Fort Wiliiam and Port 
Arthur to Montreal and Quebec, said 
T. R. Enderby, general manager of 


Canada Steamship Lines, today 


"The reduction of two cents per 
bushel in the freight rate on grain 
from Buffalo to the American Atlan- 
tic seaboard ports may be _ inter- 
preted as a somewhat belated at- 
tempt on the part of United States 
railroads to influence the movement 
of grain traffic now enjoyed by Mon- 
treal and the St. Lawrence route to 
the Buffalo gateway,’’ Mr. Enderby 
said. 

“It was made at a time coincident 
with the political expediencies in the 
United States, and in that phase of 
the situation it was nothing more 
than an effort to offset the disadvan- 
tage of the price at which American 
grain was being held in comparison 
with the price of other grain in the 
world’s markets 

“The reduction by the Canadian 
railroads in the rate from Georgian 
Bay ports of two cents a bushel is 
the logical reply. To the argument 
that this reduction in rate will re- 
sult in increased business, the an- 
swer is to be found in the conditions 
as they now exist; increased busi- 
ness has not resulted and will not 
result. Grain traffic through Buffalo 
to the United States Atlantic sea- 
board will not be increased at the 
cost of the Montreal-St. Lawrence 
route. 

“The effect of these reductions in 
the rail rates will be some slight 
modification of the all-water rate 
from Fort William and Port Arthur 
to Montreal and Quebec—slight for 
the reason that the average rate for 
this movement is in close proximity 
to the cost of carrying the grain, a 
condition which, it is said, prevailed 
with the railroads prior to the reduc- 
tion.”’

Avenue, the Bronx, and Michael No- 
lan of 1,817 Gleason Avenue dis- 
armed Schelshorn after he had fired 
a shot at Nolan, and took him to the 
Morrisania Station. 

There Schelshorn told District At- 
torney McGeehan that his domestic 
troubles began more than a year ago, 
when defective eyesight prevented 
him from getting steady work. He 
said his wife had refused to let him

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 14.—
